Cicero on Himself: Selections from the Works of 
Cicero Illustrating His Life and Character. Edited 
by N. Futtwoop. (“Alpha Classies.”) London: Bell, 
1950. Pp. viii, 117; 7 plates. 3s. 


The picture of Cicero that lots of boys and girls get 
by honored tradition is that learned from his Catilinarian 
harangues. But in Mr. Fullwood’s little book, prospec- 
tive students have a chance to see him in a different 
light. Here Cicero speaks for himself about the many- 
sided aspects of his public and private life. He ranges 
chronologically from his love for Arpinum to his last 
days spent under the shadow of the second triumvirate. 


It is pleasant to record that in these remarks Cicero 
emerges from a schoolbook character into something of 
a flesh-and-blood reality. Patriot, politician, lawyer, 
paterfamilias, philosopher—he is in turn all of them. 
Twenty-four translation exercises make up the backbone 
of the miniature autobiography. 


The editor has drawn his material from the essays, 
letters, and orations. And it is only fair to point out 
immediately that such a variety of literary types can be 
both a help and a hindrance to young readers. Pupils 
will obviously broaden their understanding of Cicero’s 


personality by studying the contrasting styles to be found 
in these types. On the other hand, they may discover 
that reading a selection from the De legibus on Monday 
and one from Ad Atticum on Tuesday will impose on 
them a somewhat heavy burden. A little background in- 
formation from the teacher will probably be necessary 
here to help them make the adjustment from the style 
of one passage to that of the next. 


A good word should be said for the English summaries. 
The vocabulary and sentence structure are for the most 
part well within the reach of third- or fourth-year Latin 
pupils. What is more, they sensibly keep antiquity from 
unduly spotlighting the contemporary scene. One _ sen- 
tence might serve as a timely warning to the pseudo- 
classicists who see in the last years of the republic a 
somber parallel to the hectic events of the twentieth cen- 
tury. “It is dangerously easy to import modern political 
conceptions into ancient history and to see in Cicero 
merely a victim of totalitarian ruthlessness” (p. 49). 


Cicero is at his best when he speaks for himself in his 
own language. Mr. Fullwood’s edition guarantees an ex- 
cellent introduction to that kind of Cicero.

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César: Guerre d’Afrique. Edited and translated by 
A. Bouvet. (“Collection des Universités de France.”) 
Paris: “les Belles Lettres,” 1949. Pp. li, 129; 2 
maps. 

The Bellum Africum is the terse, lively narrative, by 
an anonymous eyewitness, of the six months’ cam- 
paign of 47/6 in North Africa in which Caesar smashed 
the resurgent Pompeian forces under such old enemies 
as Scipio, Cato, and Labienus. High spots of interest 
are the repeated discomfiture of Labieavs by his former 
friend and patron and the suicide of Cato at Utica, but 
the whole account is of first-rate interest for its picture 
of Caesar’s brilliant successes in the face of great ad- 
versity; it is a unique historical document. 

This volume ably continues the Budé publication of 
the Caesarian Corpus begun by Constans and continued 
for the Civil War by Fabre. The Alexandrine War is 
soon to appear under the editorship of J. Andrieu (REL 
27 [1948] 138, n. 2). Bouvet here gives us a readable 
and accurate translation of a work for which English 
readers must still turn to the antiquated Bohn. (Most 
recent commentary by R. Schneider, Berlin 1905, and 
most recent critical edition by A, Klotz, Leipzig 1927.) 
Bouvet has also given us a good deal more than we ex- 
pect from the editions of this series: an excellent intro- 
duction on the war, the author, and the language and 
style and historical value of the work; copious foot- 
notes; a chronological table; thirteen pages of supple- 
mentary notes, and a detailed index containing copious 
biographical data. Judicious use is made throughout of 
the work of Veith, Gsell, Carcopino, and the appro- 
priate articles in the Realencyclopdadie. 

The text deserves special attention. It is established 
on the basis of an independent collation of seven of the 
eight principal mss. It is generally conservative, re- 
turning to the Ms reading in about a dozen out of some 
thirty-six variations from Klotz’ text. All but one of 
Klotz’ misprints are corrected (ipse for ipso 85, line 9) 
and only three others seem to have crept in (armatum 
for -am 23, line 1; sibi omitted 47, line 4; despectus 
for -is 48, line 3). Since this will probably become a 
standard edition, it is to be regretted that the publishers 
have set the apparatus criticus with so little regard for 
the text that, e.g., three-quarters of the apparatus on 
page 51 should be on page 52, where there is room for it.
